of the world, that is. with the excep- 
tion of where '.-loudy v.-r-arher in'i*:'- 
fered. 


The moon amse in :L io;.-il pK;i.i-:o 


and it began 10 emerge from the total 
phrase at S.30 ant', shortly af'.tr I 
it was clear of die shadow. 
There 


was not a cloud in the sky so that !he 
eclipse in its last phases was very 
clear. 


'There will also be an eclipse of the 


sun ihis month June IT. but it will 
only be visible in the eastern par: 
ol the United States for a short per- 
iod at sunrise, and then only through 
smoked glasses. 


Moon Showed During Totality 


The moon showed a dull red during 


the entire eclipse, between eight and 
nine o'clock. 


The astronomers explain 
this by 


stating that while the moon was cross- 
ing the shadow -it 
was 
faintly 
il 


luminated by light from the sun bent 
round the earth by the refractive ef- 
fect of our atmosphere. 
It could not 


be foretold to what extent the moon 
was to be illuminated. 


. The color was red, because only the 
red rays get through the atmosphere, 
br.t the degree of illumination depend- 
ed upon the weather in that part of 
the earth where the rays of the sun 
pass through the atmosphere. 


In ithis eclipse the northern part of 


the shadow-was lighted by rays which 
passed through the atmosphere over 
the extreme northern part of the At- 
lantic, in the vicinity of Iceland.

to serve three years at hard labor in. 
the house of correction, having been 
convicted of the larceny 
of 
money 


trom the city in connection with the 
purchase of prizes for Fourth of July 
athletic contests under the auspices 
ol the city In the years 1906 and 1907. 


The McCullough-Cassidy case was 


the outcome of an order passed by the 
common council during .McCullough's 
presidency, giving the president au- 
thority to draw on the city for ?200 
for the purchase of a set of law books 
for the president's office use. 


Cassidy presented an order for the 


money, with a receipt from McCul- 
lough that he had delivered the books 
to him. An^investigation disclosed 
the fact that Cassidy had never sold 
the books to McCullough and that Mc- 
Cullough had no set' of law books for 
•which the city had paid, over the ?200. 


Battis was charged with having pre- 


sented raised receipts for the pur- 
chase of athletic trophies, thus secur- 
ing from the city several hundred dol- 
lars more than the actual cost of tne 
trophies. 


McCullough and Cassidy had two 


trials, the first resulting In a dis- 
agreement. 


McCullough was president of the 


common, council of 1908, it being dur- 
ing that period that the finance com- 
mission made the expose of the coun- 
cilman , -which, was followed by his in- 
dictment by the Suffolk county grand 
jury. 


The resignation of McCullough was 


read and accepted by the common 
council at its regular session last 
night. 


The resignation was read by the 


secretary in the regular order of busi- 
ness and was as follows:

POLITICIANS GET TO WORK I 


Sympathize With 
Railway Workers 


and Submit Their Modified Demands 


to Employers, Which Are Assented 


to With Slight Modifications—Some 
"L" Men Letive Work—Two Veteran 


Police Captains Are Suspended 


Philadelphia, June 4.—The strike 


o£ the motormcn and conductors ol 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit com- 
pany, which began on last Saturday 
morning, is now in the process of set- 
tlement and those having the matter 
in charge confidently assert that U 
will he brought to a close before nigiit. 


Influential political leaders hent all 


their energies toward brinsins the 
trouble to a peaceable conclusion. 
Senator 
ATcNichol, 
the 
recognized 


Republican leader, and Senator Vare, 
who controls the down-town section, 
announced that they sympathized with 
the men and were trying to bring; the 
strike to an end. 
After a conference 


with a number of the strike leaders at 
his home McXiehol submitted to the 
company the demands of. the men. 


These, 
it 
is 
understood, 
were 


somewhat modified from their original 
demands. Twenty-two cents an hour, 
instead of twenty-five cents, origin- 
ally asked by the men, is said to be 
the new demand. In addition the men 
ask the privilege of buying their uni- 
forms in the open market, a day's 
work of not more than ten hours, the 
abolition of the "swing" system, the 
reinstatement of all the old men, and 
the settlement of all future difficulties 
by conferring with a committee repre- 
senting the men. 


These demands, when presented tc 


the transit company, 
according to 


McNichol, 
were assented to with 


slight modifications. 
The 
modified 


agreement was returned to the men, 
who will make their final answer to- 
day. 


Serious rioting which started Wed- 


nesday night was renewed Thursday 
in various sections of the city. Most 
of the disturbances occurred at the 
noon hour, 
when workers amused 


themselves by throwing bricks ami 
other missiles at passing motormen 
aud conductors. 


For the first time since the strike 


began a number of the employes on 
the elevated road deserted their posts 
and joined the strikers. 
This line, 


however, continued in operation 
all 


day. 
Cars on the other lines of the 


company ran at irregular intervals 
until nightfall, when no further at- 
tempt was made to continue the ser- 
vice. 


At noon subway and elevated trains 


were running twenty minutes apart. 


The report that the strike would 


probably be soon settled spread like 
wildfire last night, hut not before the 
rioters in the Kensington district had 
started on their errand of destruction. 
Early in the evening a mob of nearly 
2000 persons started for the main 
barn of the transit company for the 
purpose, as they declared, of de-- 
stroying the structure. 
By the time 


the barn was reached there were near- 
ly 4000 persons in 
the mob. The 


company had been warned of the ap- 
proach of the men 
and 
when 
the 


crowd reached the barn it was met by 
500 policemen: This array of hlue- 
coats has a quieting 
effect 
on 
the 


rioters and they dispersed after hurl- 
ing a few stones through the windows. 


At three other points the demon- 


strations early in the evening were al- 
most as serious as in the Kensington 
district. 
Cars were wrecked, motor- 


men and conductors were beaten, po- 
licemen were assaulted and several 
were injured by the indiscriminate 
throwing of stones and clubs by the 
lawless element. 


The mayor ordered the suspension 


of Captains Dungan and Thompson , two 
veterans in the. city's police service. 
No reason is assigned, but it is pre- 
sumed they are charged with failure 
vigorously to suppress rioting. 


There are but five police captains in 


the city and the suspension of D:m- 
gAn and Thompson created a sensa- 
tion. 
In their places were appointed 


the two lieutenants from the Tender- 
loin district, accustomed to the hand- 
ling of the tough element.

Athletics 
Valuable 
Stimulus. 


The object of athletics in college is physical development, yet if 


a member of a baseball nine were paid for his services, or if he 
joined it in order 10 fit himself to become a professional hereafter, 


for him it would not be play. Now, I believe that there is a close 
analogy between outdoor sports and those indoor studies which are 
pursued for intellectual development, especially In regard to the ques- 
tion of stimulus by competition. 


To make the most of himself, the boy must be induced to put 


forth an uncomfortable effort, and for this he must have an external 
stimulus of some kind. No one who knows much about intercolleg- 
iate football believes that most of the men are on the team chiefly 
because the game itself is pleasurable; and, in fact, other motives 
than immediate pleasure enter largely into all violent competitive 
sports after an early period of childhood. But the fact that competi- 
tion may be earned furrher than is wise does not prove that it is not 
valuable as a stimulus, that it is not indeed the main factor in the 
physical development of youth. 


Now. 
there is no reason to suppose that young men have by na- 


ture a stronger desire for physical than for intellectual power, or a 
greater admiration for it; yet, largely by the free use of competition, 
athletics, in the estimation both of undergraduates and of the com- 
munity ai large, has beaten scholarship out of sight. I am not one 


of those who condemn athletic contests, for I do not think we can 


afford to dimnish any spur to activity in college, but I am .convinced 
that we ought to stimulate other forms of energy, and that we can 
get many a hint from athletic experience. 


Many a man deaf to all other appeals can be induced to make a 


creditable record in his studies on the ground that otherwise-he can- 
rot play upon a team, and that it is his duty to do something for the 
honor of his college. 
Such sentiments deserve respect, although to a 


serene philosopher they may seem a substitution of cooperative for 
personal selfishness. But they assuredly place an obstacle in the path 


of anytine who would try to raise the esteem for scholarly attainment. 


It is not because the lecturer is dull, but because the pupils do 


not prize the end enough to relish the drudgery required for skill 


in any great, pursuit, or, indeed, in any sport. To make them see the 
groatness of that end, how fully it deserves the price that must be 
paid for it, how richly it rewards those who may compete for it, we 
must learn—and herein lies the secret—we must learn the precious 
art of touching their imagination.
